RECAP OF RECENT BRUSH 
FIRE BY FOREST SERVICE 


Analysis of the recent 
Sierra Madre fire shows that 
a number of recently con¬ 
structed fuelbreaks above 
the communities of Sierra 
Madre, Pasadena and Alta- 
dent, kept this 1500-acre fire 
from damaging an addi¬ 
tional 5,(XX) acres of valuable 
watershed, according to Wil¬ 
liam T. Dressed, Supervisor 
of the Angeles National 
Forest. 

This fire, known to the 
U.S. Forest Service as the 
Mountain Trail Fire, started 
at 3 p.m., October 23. off 
the Mount Wilson Trail, Just 
above our city. Santa Ana 
winds had already whippied 
five other fires in Southern 
California into major con¬ 
flagrations. 'These major 
fires, plus numerous earlier 
.smaller fire starts which 
were quickly contro lied, 
drained many of the avail¬ 
able firefighting resources 
by the time the Mountain 
Trail Fire started,” Forest 
Supervisor Dres.ser stated. 

The Santa Ana winds 
rapidly pushed the fire in a 
.south-westerly direction to¬ 
ward the foothill communi¬ 
ties that lie along the base 
of the mountain slopes. All 
available Forest Service and 
cooperative agency fire sup- 
pre.ssion forces were com¬ 
mitted to chec king the 
spread of the fire as it 
threatened the populated 
areas that have gradually 
expanded up into the brush- 
(vivercd hills. Supervls o r 
Dressed pointed out that

If the 
fire suppression forces had 
not held the fire where they 
did, using the fuelbreaks to 
good advantage, the fire 
would probably have burned 
to Mocint Wilson. Fortunate¬ 
ly, however, flrefighte r s 


checked the upslope spread 
of the fire through the use 
cf an effeettve, organized 
effort deployed on existing 
fuelbreaks and roadways. 
Supervisor Dresser described 
the fuelbreaks as carefully 
planned and preoonstructed 
breaks in the heavy vegeta¬ 
tion, usually along major 
ridetc^s. Firefighters use 
these fuelbreaks for back¬ 
firing to check tlie spread 
of wildfires, thereby re¬ 
ducing the number of acres 
that could burn if the fire 
breaks did .not exist.

AD HOC ADVISORY 
COMMITTEE TO MEET 


Due to the lack of a quorum, coupled with the fact 
that Elric Mareno would not be available for presenta¬ 
tion until sometime in the next year, the Ad Hoc Advisory 


mlttee listened to Mr. Mar- 
cno’s proposal, the five 
members present tak 1 ,n g 
notes so that they will be 
be able to advise other mem¬ 
bers of the committee on the 
proposal of Mr. Mareno. 

In opening his proposal 
Mr. Mareno stated there 
were four ways to go: 1. 
to keep tho building as is 
and dedicate it as a histori¬ 
cal monument; 2. complete¬ 
ly dismantel the structure 
and rebuild from scratch; 3. 
save the front of the build¬ 
ing and approximately 30 
feet back, and buUd shops 
on an “L” shape, ending 
at the street of Montecito 
Court, using the parking 
fpace to the rear for em¬ 
ployee parking, and 4. com¬ 
pletely disma.ntel the build¬ 
ing and rebuild the front in 
the historic design. He stat¬ 
ed that securing that portion 
of the street of Windsor 
Lane a.nd corxnecting on to 
the building of Foothill Coin 
would be more advantegous 
to his structure. 

He proposed to build an 
“I/” shape building attach¬ 
ing onto the buildings that 
he .now owns on the west 
side of the structure, and 
create a two-story effect 
with garden and rest area 
in the now parking area to 
the west of the building. 

In making his proposal he 


stated that he was in touch 
with and would secure high 
calibei buslneses to fill the 
newly-created buildings. He 
mentioned such merchants 
as a silversmith, high cali¬ 
bre jewelry store, nationally 
known artists who had fol- 
flowlngs. In making his pre¬ 
sentation he stated that 
Sierra Madre was an aver¬ 
age shopping area, and that 
his proposal, when completed 
would place the city on a 
basis of having extremely 
high calibre merchants, that 
would create traffic from a 
wide area, based on their 
reputation as now estab¬ 
lished. 

Mr. Mareno stated that 
the newly created structure 
would ' ci'eate an investment 
of some $400,(XK), including 
the purchase of the lot and 
building, and that it would 
take approximately one year 
from the time of completion 
of the negotiations until the 
building was ready for oc¬ 
cupancy.

57,000 Acres Now 
Being Given Seeds 

Seeding of three areas 
burned during the recent 
brush fires is now underway. 
The Kanan, Mandeville a.nd 
Mountain Trail (Sierra Ma¬ 
dre) fires burn e d 57,000 
acres in the Santa Monica 
and San Gabriel Mountains. 

It is essential to reseed 
the area as soon as possible 
to avoid serious erosion and 
flood damage this winter, 
according to Francis Lum, 
state conservaitonist for the 
USDA Soil Coinservat i o ,n 
Service in Catifornla. 

“Once the grass and brush 
is burned off, there is noth¬ 
ing to hold the soil in place 
and this winter’s rains could 
cause serious erosion and 
slides. By getting the seed 
on now, we hope to have 
enough grass up by the time 
the heavy rains hit to mini¬ 
mize damage. 

The reseeding work is a 
cooperative effort involving 
the USDA Soil Conservation 
Service the Forest Service, 
California Department of 
Forestry and the Los A.ngeles 
County Fire Departme.n t, 
Division of Forestry.

Hastily construct¬ 
ed fire lines con.struction un¬ 
der pre.ss of the emergency 
oftcr results in long-la.stirrg 
scars that are very expen¬ 
sive to rehaiblltate. 

To date, fire crews have 
constructed 372 miles of 
fuelbreaks on the Angeles 
National Forest. According 
to Supervisor Bill Ebes-'er a 
total of 549 miles of fucl- 
bre.-iks will be needed to 
properly manage and pro¬ 
tect the many resowrees 
found In this 690,000 acre 
National Forest.

Firefighting activities in Southern California last 
mointh raised the number of man-hours spent by Cali¬ 
fornia Youth Authority wards on the fire lines during 1978 
to more than 125,000, it was reported by CYA Director 
Pearl S. West. 

The total is belioevd to be a record for a single sea¬ 
son, Ms. West said. 

A total of 280 wards from all seven CYA conservation 
camps were in Southern California last month and played 
a substantial role in stemming all of the major blazes, 
including those in Agiuroa, Melibu and Yorba Linda. They 
_ spent a totol of 16.868 man-hours on the fire lines during 
the week. Many suffered from poisin oak and mosquito 
bites, but no .serious Injuries were reported. 

Ms. West and Deputy Director Charles Kuhl were at 
MtClellan Air Force Base October 26 to greet a group 
of 67 wards from Washington Ridge and Pine Grove camps 
as they returned from Southern California on a U.S. For¬ 
estry Service plane. The remainder of the Youth Authority 
contingent returned to their camps by bus. 

Oak Glen Conservation Camp, near Yucaipa, has 
chalked (up the largest number of man-hours fighting 
fires during 1978, wl.h 25,074, including 3,134 in the South 
em California fires last month. 

Totals of other CYA camps are as follows; 

Waslington RWge, near Nevada City — 16,852 for the 
season, 2,600 in Southern California; DeWitt Nelson, part 
of the DeWitt Nel.son Training Center at Stockton, 13,728 
and 1,14-t; Mt. Bullion, near Mariposa, 19,824 and 2,488; 
Los Robles, part of EH Paso de Robles School at Paso 
Rble-s 11,835 and 1,464; Ben Lomond, near Santa Cruz, 
16,868 and 2,113; Pine Grove, near Jackson, 20,912 and 2,057. 

Tlie camps are operated jointly by the CYA and the 
Department of Forestry. Conservation work projects are 
carried out throughout the year, although firefighting is 
given top priority during the fire seoson. 

CYA wards receive 75 cents per hour for time .spent 
traveling to and from a fire and while engaged in actual 
fire supptrcsslon. 

"The public servic'c performed by these young men 
at very lit.le cost is outstanding," Ms. West said. "Tliey 
are thoroughly trained by Department of Forestry staff 
and their durability and spirit on the fire lines can al¬ 
ways be counted on. Tliey do a terrific job and I’m proud 
of them." 

The Right Move! 

President Carter has been a.sked by Supervisor Ken- 
neUi Hahn to declare Los Angeles County a Disaster Area 
ratlier than an Emergency Area. 

In a lettc^r to the President, Hahn stated: 

‘‘I believe it is in the best interests of our nation and 
for the pfKiple who live in Los Angeles County that you 
declare that Los Angeles County Is a disaster area of 
our recent fire. 

■Th«Te are too many citizens who do not have suf¬ 
ficient funds to rebuild their homes and trailers whlcJi 
were dostrtiyed and Who <hd not haw adequate fire in¬ 
surance." 

Hahn is chairman of the Los Angeles County Fire 
Department for Uie Board of Supervisors. He inspected 
the area during and after .be fire and observed firsthand 
the enormous damage and loss of homes. 

A Good Move! 

In their continuing efforts to economically revitalize 
Los Angeles County, the Board of Sup«*rvisors approved a 
n»rganlzation of the County’s Owrall Ei-onomlc Develop 
ment Commit ee, according to Board of Supervisors’ Chair¬ 
man Pete Schaliarum. 

Schaharum .authored the Board motion initiating a 
coun y study of its existing economic development com- 
miftct* which resulted in the reorganization approved re¬ 
cently. 

The recon-stituted committee now known as the Eco¬ 
nomic Development Council will contain 25 members 
representing labor, business, government, finance, utilities, 
agriculture, women and minorities. 

"The new council will have the added overall re- 
.sponsibllity of assisting the Boartl of Supervisors in Im- 
privng the general economic climate of Los Angeles," 
.said Sebabnrum. 

"In a^idl ion, the council will work to encourage com¬ 
merce and industry to locate and expand here and de¬ 
velop a working relatlonahip between government and 
business to as.surc a continuing effort to mauilain this 
favorable economic environment," he .said. 

The cuncil’s mandate also calls for the membership 
to work In the areas of energy and tourism. 

Sdiabarum said these new goals were consistent with 
the county’s Economic Developmejit S.rategy adopted by 
the Board this summer. 

The existing committee’s re.sponsibilities were restricted 
to ocpnomic programs that were Federally funded and were 
not Involved in general I'conomic planning. 

’To caiTjout thesi' new goals, the Board of Supervisors 
will appoint 25 leaders in our community to assist us in 
developing new ways to make Los Angeles County com¬ 
pel iivc in attracting new business,” said Schabarum.

Our losses in terms of 
vegetation . . . according to 
the figure I heard . . was 

in the neigliborhood of $3,- 
000,000 worth of valuable 
watershed. Just looking at 
the blackened mount a i ,n 
scene will give you an idea 
of the vastness of our fire. 
Now, for a moment, think 
of the extensiveness ot the 
Agoura fire, and then of all 
the fires that burn .un¬ 
checked in the vast reaches 
of Canada. Tremen do u s 
lo,sses. So much so it is hard 
to comprehend! 

In any event, back to our 
local scene, here, it is also 
difficult to grasp the fact 
that there are now 1400 
acres of unprotected soil on 
steep mountainsides abov^o 
our community awaiting the 
oncoming winter rains. It 
does give one unsettled feel¬ 
ings. But also it bring.s 
home the fact that the 
watershed .... those various 
plants growing on our moun¬ 
tainsides, play an extremely 
important role in safeguard¬ 
ing against disastrous ero¬ 
sion! M>idslides! 

I also understa.nd through 
one source that a week and 
a half after oui fire was 
contained there still were 
flareups due to the smolder¬ 
ing of .underground roots. 

In any event, my pro¬ 
found thanks go out to those 
men ... on the ground and 
in the air . . . who risked 
their lives to control those 
flames! As usual, they are 
the unsung heroes! Next
